Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant inquired about the status of the claims mentioned as only 
the independent claims were rejected based on double patenting. Examiner explained that all dependent claims are 
considered objected based on the double patenting rejection, and not rejected as previously stated. Applicant also 
inquired why the 112 rejection was not brought up earlier in prosecution. Examiner explained that the confusion arose 
from the amendment as the claims currently do not tie in the concept of the pit ratio to the rest of the claim.
